Coverage Explained. 

Blue Cross is the hospital in- 
surance plan and St. Louis Blue 
Shield, sponsored by the Mis- 
souri State Medical Association, | 
insures members against medica! ' 
and surgical. expenses. 

Under Blue Major, the maxi- 
mum total benefit might be set | 
at $5000 or $10,000 or higher, 
with a deductible amount paid 
by the patient of $50 or $100 or 
more. The plan then would pay 
perhaps 80 per cent of covered 
expenses, and the patient 20 per 
cent.

Two basic versions of Blue 
Major are being offered.

Jimmy Hoffa’s Teamsters appear to be 
moving farther away. from the political course 
of other big unions.

In contrast to the Teamster tactics, some 
AFL-CIO affiliates are limiting their political 
objectives this year. The organization’s Build- 
ing and Construction Trades department and 
the executive board of the retail clerks union, 
meeting in. Florida,- decided to support re- 
visions in the Fair Labor Standards Act and 
a measure affecting site picketing, rather than 
to attempt major Landrum-Griffin revisions. 

The AFL-CIO course is safer and wiser. 
Hoffa’s attack on the 56 has already begun 
to backfire. The Congressmen have banded 
together to counter Hoffa’s moves and are 
likely to have a good bit of success. 


Creaking Tax Machinery 


The next session of the State Legislature 
would be well advised, we think, to consider 
measures that would bring certain practices 
of the Missouri department of revehue within.

Yet 
both Israel and the United Arab Republic, of 
which Syria row is a province, acknowledge 
that there has been shooting in what is sup- 
posed to be. a demilitarized zone. Reports 
state that planes, tanks and artillery as well 
as infantrymen have been in action, if only 
on a small scale. 
been moved up to Israel’s Sinai border. 


Given the Arab position that a’state of war 
exists with Israel in which the United Na- 
tions gained no’more than a truce, even minor 
clashes could touch off worse fighting. Nor 
are the Israelis altogether indisposed to “teach 
the Arabs a lesson,” The best hope.of pre- 
venting a serious outbreak is the U.N. Emer- 
géncy Force in the area. ~ : . 


So it is disturbing that the Norwegian gov- 
ernment should have announced that it will 
withdraw its U.N. contingent if serious fight- 
ing develops. Does a policeman tell two brawl- 
ers that he will leave the scene if they start 
swinging fists?, Nobody wants to see U.N. 
troops forced into action. Their presence 
should be enough to keep the peace. They 
also are needed to inform U.N. headquarters 
as to what is going on. But the force hardly 
would serve its purpose if it were disbanded 
as soon as hotheads began shooting. 

The major difficulty, of course, is that it 
has been impossible so far to bring about a 
fundamental agreement between Israel and 
the Arabs. Too many Arab politicians have 
put out too much inflamatory propaganda to 
risk their popularity at home by making 
peace. An exception is King Hussein who 
only a few days ago again said it was time 
for the Arabs to drop trouble-making com- 
plaints about their refugees. Perhaps this 
is a hint as to how some other Arab leaders 
relly - feel. 

If so, there is genuine hope. But this would 
be impaired if the U.N. force were removed. 
Oslo, we trust, will reconsider its announce- 
ment, and join the other U.N. members in 
trying once again to make peace where it 

sometimes seems that peace is not wanted. 


Enter the Moskvich 


Will the Moskvich make a place for itself 
in the American automobile market? Pos- 
sibly, but it will not be easy. The Soviet car, 
to be imported by a New York concern, will 
have to bid for United States customers on a 
price basis. The machine sells for $6000 in 
Russia and in other parts of Europe for $1400. 
The American price has not been announced. 
There is already one thing wrong. with the 
Moskvich—its name. Somehow we cannot 
quite hear our neighbor boasting about his 
Moskvich.

Gen. Power Sticks to His Guns 


Gen. Thomas S. Power, head of the Strate- 
gic Air Command, deserves commendation 
for sticking to his guns in his testimony be- 
fore Congress on what he believes to be defi- 
ciencies in national defense plans. What he 
said casts a shadow over the rosy optimism 
with which his superiors, Defense Secretary 
Gates and President Eisenhower, -have suf- 
fused the defense picture. 

The main difficulty in our defense prob- 
lem is that we lack assurance that a good part 
of.our striking power could survive a surprise 
blow and then retaliate overwhelmingly. This 
survival ability is the best war deterrent. De- 
terrent strength is the nearest thing to a 
guarantee that we can avoid a holocaust. But 
now the-critics of our defense position, of 
whom there are many, are talking of the “de- 
terrent gap” as well as the missile gap. They 
gain. support from Gen. Power’s testimony. 

Gen. Power points out that we have an ade- 
quate system for warning of a plane attack but 
heemphasizes that there is no missile warning 
system. He believes Russia will reach the 
peak of its missile superiority over us in two 
or three years and that this will be the period 
of great danger. As the only remedy, Gen. 
Power urges an airborne alert of SAC bomb- 
ers until we get the solid-fuel missiles which 
‘will give us the greater security that goes 
with missile mobility on land and sea. 

There is something alarmist about Gen. 
Power’s belief that we should go on such an 
airborne alert “as fest as we can.” Yet it 
must be remembered that he is responsible 
for the most important weapon we possess 
for preventing war. Undoubtedly he prefers

For the aggres- 
sor who strikes first cannot af- 
ford to attack unless he is able 
to knock out in one salvo about 
100 comparatively small targets. 
As missiles are not too accurate, 
this requires a lot of missiles.

But the country which is at- 
tacked would not need an equal 
number of missiles to retaliate 
because it would not. strike 
against difficult targets like 
launching pads. It would strike 
directly at the biggest cities 
where, given the fearful wide- 
spread effect of modern weapons, 
no great accuracy is required.

There is a misconception, so 
it seems to me, even in high and 
responsible quarters, that the 
Soviets are ahead only because 
they started a few years earlier, 
and that in a few years we shall 
be even with them again. 

The real situation, which. is the 
source of our peril, is that be- 
cause in this vast field the So- 
viet Union has gotten its research 
and development effectively or- 
ganized, and because the Soviet 
Union is allocating to it all the 
resources that it requires, the 
gap is not becoming narrower, 
it is becoming wider. Not only 
did they have a head start but 
they are now running faster. 

The Administration’s specific 
budget for 1961 may conceivably 
be adequate but the philosophy 
behind that budget is deadly and 
will reduce this country to a 
second class power. 

This does not mean that the 
Soviet Union will soon or in the 
foreseeable future achieve de- 
cisive military supremacy. I am

(Finnish) and the American 
Evangelical Lutheran Church.’ 
This union will draw together 
more than 3,000,000 churchgoers 
in the new Lutheran Evangelical 
Church in America. 

The Lutheran Free Church, the 
eighth member of the National 
Lutheran Council, has chosen to 
remain independent of unity ne- 
gotiations for the present. 

When the two mergers are 
formalized the total number of 
Lutheran bodies in the United 
States will be reduced from 16 
to ll. 

The church executive empha- 
sized that the growth of mutual 
respect and confidence among 
the church bodies “does not 
mean that positions have been 
reversed of that old divisive 
issues have been resolved.”

So Far, Love Hasn't Found a Way for Gamble Bene

NEW YORK, Feb. 3. 

THE RUNAWAY ROMANCE 
of New York heiress Gamble 
Benedict and her Romanian-born 
Romeo, Andre Porumbeanu, has 
hit a legal snag. Temporarily 
the law has triumphed. Nineteen- 
year-old Gamble has promised in 
New York Supreme Court to 
mind her grandmother-guardian, 
Mrs, Henry Harper Benedict, 
and, for the time being, give up 
seeing the married ex-chauffeur 
with whom she journeyed to 
Paris. 

But love's little hiatus may be 
of short duration. The suave An- 
dre, almost twice the age of the 
smitten girl who risked reputa- 
tion and millions to be by his 
side, has announced that he will 
immediately seek a Mexican di- 
vorce. He has vowed that once 
free he will again besiege the 
heiress to the Remington type- 
writer fortune. 

In a habeas corpus petition 
filed in Supreme Court Monday 
he charged that Gambi’s grand- 
mother had frustrated his pre- 


viously arranged “plans 
and that his wi as “‘being.de- 
tained Tey by the 
Benedidy’ family so that she 


‘“‘would not be available to con- 
sent to a divorce.” 

Whatever happens, Gambi and 
Andre are in for another battle 
with her Grandma, who has indi- 
cated that only over her dead 
blue-blooded body will the sleek 
Lothario ever be legally married 
to her beloved granddaughter. 

Last week Grandma Benedict 
proved that she meant business 
when she had Gambi hauled into 
Girls’ Term of Magistrates Court 
on charges of being a “wayward 
minor.”” And Grandma came out 
on top temporarily in Supreme 
Court where she, herself, has 
been summoned to answer the 
accusation that she was holding 
her granddaughter prisoner in 
the .Benedict mansion just off 
Fifth avenue at Seventy-fifth 
street. 

The next round of that tug-of- 
war will come with a hearing 
Feb. 25; but in the meantime 
Gambi has agreed to be a good 
girl and not see Andre ‘‘as long 
as he remains married.”

friended by Mrs. Arde Bulova, 
the watch king’s widow. Good- 
natured Mrs. Bulova hired Andre 
as a combination chauffeur-but- 
ler and when she took off-on a 
European vacation she left 
Andre in charge of her mansion. 

Andre, it is said, began to cut 
quite a figure on the beaches 
and in the clubs at Southamp- 
ton and people took him for one 
of Mrs. Bulova’s friends, tempo- 

rarily staying in her home. Thus 
it was that Andre met Gamble 
Benedict, then just 18, Andre 
was to say later in Paris in one 
of his breathless, if slightly 
hackneyed, statements that. “‘it 
was love at first sight.” 

Anyway, the romance bloomed, 
as they say in the washtub 
weepers on television. Grandma 
Benedict did not approve and 
began to toss all the rocks she 
could find into the road of the 
romance. Finally investigation 
turned up the startling fact that 
Andre was a married man. His 
wife, a domestic worker, Mrs. 
Maddy Helga Porumbeanu, and 
their ll-year-old daughter, Gigi, 
were right here in New York, 
struggling along on their own 
with a little help from Mrs.

Benedict thought she had the 
romance well broken up when 
Gambi made her debut Dec. 21 
at the Cotillion Ball in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel. Six days later 
Gambi dropped from sight. 


Finally on Jan. 10 the news 
leaked out that Gambi had been 
missing since Dec. 27 and, 1-:uch 
as Grandma Benedict disliked 
it, the family was in for a spate 
of publicity even worse than that 
which accompanied the bitter 
custody battle Grandma Benedict 
fought back in 1947. It was then 

that she battled Dr. J. Douglas 
Sharpe for the custody of her 
two grandchildren, Gamble and 
a brother, Douglas.

And Grandma 
Benedict promptly dispatched 
her own lawyer, Robert Hoff- 
man, to Paris to bring her grand- 
daughter back to the United 
States, 

Then the fun began. Appar- 
ently neither Gambi nor Andre 
had sense enough to know that 
they were making themselves 
look ridiculous. They posed for 

ictures holding hands, kissing 

gazing at each other like 
a couple of love-sick calves. 

Andre explained that he called 
his little heiress ‘“‘Bambi’’ and 
not Gambi because she reminded 
him of a little fawn. He said he 
would have had a divorce from 
his wife, who he claimed had 
deserted him two years ago, but 
for the interference of his Bam- 
bi’s grandmother. Gambi said 
fooey to her. .grandmother’s 
money and announced that the 
only thing that mattered was 
that ‘“‘we are deeply in love.” 


Gambi celebrated her nine- 
teenth birthday and raptur- 
ously observed: “My grand- 
mother would give me cars, 
furs, anything I asked for. But 
she can’t understand that the 
only birthday present I want 
is Andre.” 


This sort of thing went on for 
days and nobody seemed’ to be 
making much headway. Hoff- 
man worked with French legal 
experts trying to find a way to 
get Gambi back home.

Grandma Benedict, although 
ill with pneumonia, let it be 
known that she thought Andre 
was a fortune-hunting cad, and 
Gamble’s father, Dr. Douglas 
Sharpe, allowed that if he could 
just get his daughter to come 
home and visit him in Brattle- 
boro, Vt., he’d take her skiing 
or something and make her for- 
get the whole mess. 

Then Gambi’s brother, 2I- 
year-old Army Pfc. Douglas 
Benedict, who a couple years 
back had run off and married a 
girl and then had it annulled, ar- 
rived in Paris, He met with his 
sister in the deanery of the 
American Pro-Cathedral in Paris 
in the presence of the Very Rev. 
Sturgis Lee, Riddle and the 
dean’s wife, but got nowhere. 
At the end of the interview 
Gambi announced: “‘Douglas can 
go stand on his head.”
